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<1 Good morning. This is a deposition of Jeremy Liggett conducted by 
the House Select Committee to Investigate the January 6th Attack on the United States 
Capitol pursuant to House Resolution 503. 
Mr. Liggett, please state your full name and spell your last name for the record. 
The Witness. Jeremy Liggett, and that's L-i-g-g-e-t-t. 
i ol Thank you very much. 
Sir, would you please raise your right hand to be sworn by the court reporter. 
The Reporter. Do you solemnly declare and affirm under the penalty of perjury 
that the testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth? 
The Witness. Yes. 
ts Thank you very much, Mr. Liggett. 
So this will be a staff-led deposition, and at the time there are no members on the 


Webex, but they may also choose to join and ask questions. 
My name ‘a investigative counsel. Andon the Webex with me 


today are I investigative counsel; and a, investigative 


counsel. 

So we will follow the House deposition rules that we provided to you previously. 
And under the House deposition rules, you are permitted to have an attorney present, 
but | will note for the record that you do not have an attorney present. 

Under the House deposition rules, neither committee members nor staff may 
discuss the substance of testimony you provide today unless the committee approves 
release. You will have an opportunity to review the transcript, and you and | can discuss 


the process for that afterwards. 
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Before we begin, though, I'd like to describe a few ground rules. There is an 
official reporter transcribing the record of this deposition. The reporter is also joining us 
by Webex, so please just wait until each question is completed before you begin your 
response, and we will try to wait until your response is complete before we ask our next 
question. _ It's just very difficult for the court reporter to write down what we're saying, 
especially when we're talking over each other, on Webex. 

The reporter also cannot record nonverbal responses, such as shaking your head, 
so it is important that you answer each question with an audible, verbal response. 

For the benefit of the reporter and the record, there may be times where | spell a 
name or a word that we're using or that | ask that you do the same. 

And we're only asking that you provide complete answers based on your best 
recollection. And if the question is not clear, which may happen, please just ask for 
clarification. If you do not know the answer, please simply say so. 

And logistically, if you need any breaks for comfort or just to take a pause, just let 
me know. Happy to accommodate that. 

So throughout the deposition, I'm going to be directing your attention to exhibits 
that are going to be shared on the Webex screen. And when we refer you to a 
document, you can take your time to familiarize yourself with it before we discuss it. 

So I'm going to share exhibit 1. 

Do you recognize exhibit 1 as the subpoena and the accompanying documents 
that the select committee issued to you, Mr. Liggett? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Thank you very much. 
So you may only refuse to answer a question to preserve a privilege recognized by 


the select committee. If you refuse to answer a question based on a privilege, staff may 
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either proceed with the deposition or seek a ruling from the chairman on the objection. 
If the chairman overrules such an objection, you are required to answer the question. 

And our goal today is to ask questions relevant to the select committee's 
investigation with the hope that you will answer. If you have an objection or a privilege 
assertion, we'll ask that you assert it for the record. 

| also want to remind you, as we do all witnesses, that it is unlawful to deliberately 
provide false information to Congress. Since this deposition is under oath, providing 
false information could result in criminal penalties, to include for perjury and/or providing 
false statements. 

Do you understand, Mr. Liggett? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Sa Thank you. 

And as part of the deposition rules, you are not permitted to record the 
deposition. Can you confirm that you are not recording and will not record this 
deposition? 

The Witness. Yeah, I'm not recording the deposition. 


— Thank you very much.

Q  Sowe'll get into a little bit of background about yourself. How old are you, 
Mr. Liggett? 
A 39, 
Q And what is your education history? 
A High school. 


Q Thankyou. And what is your current occupation? 
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A I'm a firearms instructor. 
Q Thank you very much. _ Is that in Florida? 
That's correct. 

Q Okay. Sothen these are some other questions that we just ask everybody. 

So as part of the subpoena, you were asked to provide or produce relevant 
documents, and you let me know that you didn't have any relevant documents. So | just 
want to confirm a couple of things on the record. 

You searched your computer for relevant documents, Mr. Liggett? 

A Yeah. I'm not avery techy person. 

Q Okay. Did you search your personal email as well? 

A Yes. 

Q_ And your cell phone for messages, such as Signal, WhatsApp, Telegram, 
Twitter, including text messages? 

A Yeah. | mean, | don't have any of that stuff. Like, my Twitter is open 
publicly and my Facebook is open publicly, so | would refer you to that if you would like to 
go on there and look. 

Q Okay. Thank you very much, Mr. Liggett. 

Do you consider yourself part of any Three Percenter organization? 

A No. 

Q Did you, during the November 2020 to January 2021 period, consider 
yourself part of a Three Percenter organization? 

A No. We were a group of constitutional conservatives. During -- 

Q What -- 

A Go ahead. 


Q  Sowas the name of a group you were part of Three Percenters, Guardians of 
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Freedom? 

A That's correct. 

Q_ So that is not a -- but you are saying that is not a Three Percenter 
organization? 

A No. So during that time period, it was common, very common to have 
Three Percent logos on T-shirts and all kinds of different things like that, and that's what 
that was all about. 

Q Well, can you explain why you chose to use that logo? 

A It was kind of a trendy thing then. 

Q Okay. What did the logo mean to you? 


A Which logo, the Guardians of Freedom logo or the Three Percent? 


Q_ The Three Percenter logo. 

A It was more or less a statement. 

Q  Astatement about what? 

A From 1776, 3 percent stood up to the British. 

Q Okay. Sodid you believe in that Three Percenter -- 

A What, that the 3 percent stood up to the British? A hundred percent they 


did. 

Q Okay. But you did not identify yourself as someone who would call 
yourself a Three Percenter? 

A No, definitely not. 

Q Okay. So what was the statement -- what was the purpose of making that 
statement then? 

A Like | said, it was atrendthen. Before all of this happened with January 6th 


and things like that and there were open attacks on that, every single person that | knew 


at the time, every single person in a gun shop or on a gun range or anywhere like that had 
T-shirts that had Three Percent on it, had hats that had Three Percent on it, patches that 
had Three Percent on it. 

You know, Three Percent is not an organized thing. | mean, you know, you could 
support the 3 percent of people that stood up to the British. | mean, that's it. That's 
all it is. 

Q Okay. So you're not aware of any national or regional or local organization 
of Three Percenters? 

A That's actually like a Three Percent, like, organi- -- like a real Three Percent 
organization like -- | don't understand the question. | don't -- 

Q Yes. Sol'm just trying to understand the difference, because the title of the 
group that you said you were part of was Three Percenters, Guardians of Freedom. 

A Well, it's Guardians of Freedom. 

Q Well, was it not Three Percenters? Is that what you're saying? It's not 
Three Percenters Guardians of Freedom? 

A No. If you look -- if you look at the official group name, okay, that we had, 
it's Guardians of Freedom. 

Q Allright. Well, let me -- 

A That's the official group name. 

Q I'm going to share an exhibit with you. Onesecond. Sorry. 

So this is an email -- this is exhibit 2. This is an email that a Tarra Hernandez sent 
to a Dustin Stockton on December 30th, 2020, and the subject is Welcome to Three 
Percenters, Guardians of Freedom. 

A Yeah. | didn't send that email. 


Q Correct. Itsays: Please be advised per the founder, Jeremy Liggett, 
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you've been moved and assigned as a full active member. 

Is this your group, Guardians of Freedom? 

A My group at the time was Guardians of Freedom, yes. 

Q Do you know why Tarra Hernandez called it the Three Percenters, Guardians 
of Freedom? 

A Like | said, at that time they were throwing that around. | didn't send that 
email out. 

Q Correct. But, you know, I'm just wondering -- I'm just trying to tease out, 
basically -- you know, you said you weren't a Three Percenter organization. I'm asking if 
you were aware of national organizations that considered themselves to be Three 
Percenters -- 

A Yeah, I'm not aware. The only national organization that | know of that is 
an actual Three Percenter organization is the -- well, let me think. And they called 
themselves the Three Percenter-Originals. 

Q Okay. What do you know about the Three Percenter-Originals? 

A | don't know much about them. It was formed by a Mormon. 

Q How did you hear about them? 

A | mean, online stuff. | mean, you know -- the whole idea behind the Three 
Percent stuff, like | told you, there is no specific group. There is no specific ideology. 
It's literally based off of aterm. That's it, so -- 

Q- Right. But you're -- 

A | mean -- 

Q Sorry. Go ahead. 

A | mean, if you would -- if you would like to call the group a Three Percent 


group, you're more than welcome to do that, | guess. If you look at the paperwork that | 
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filed with the State of Florida, okay, which is out there for anyone and everyone to see, 
the name of the group is not Guardians of Freedom, Three Percent. It's Guardians of 
Freedom. 

Q Okay. 

A That is the official title of the group that | founded, was Guardians of 
Freedom. 

Q Did you ever use the phrase "Three Percenter, Guardians of Freedom" when 
you were describing the group during that time period? 

A | don't recall. There's a possibility, yeah. | mean, like | said, it's a term 
that was passed around, you know. 

Q Yeah. Andisthisthe logo? Sorry. It's a little zoomed in. 

A Yep, that's a logo. 

Q Okay. Inthe middle, is that the Three Percenter logo that you described, or 
the -- 

A _ That could be described as a Three Percent logo, yes, it could be. 

Q Andon your website for this organization, did you describe it as a Three 
Percenter organization? 


A On the website? 


Q Yeah. 
A I'm not familiar with the website. 
Q Okay. 
A Do you have a -- do you have a -- 


Q_ I'llshow you exhibit 6. This is the Guardians of Freedom website. Was 
this a website that you put together or is there a different -- 


A No. No, | don't -- | don't -- | didn't put that together. 
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Q Okay. Sois there a national organization known as Guardians of Freedom? 

A Not when | was doing things with Guardians of Freedom, no. 

Is there a date on that website where it was -- 

Q___| looked -- you can see up top, the 5/16/2022, so this was pulled yesterday. 

A Yeah. I'm not familiar with that website. 

Q Okay. Let me stop sharing for one second. 

So you're saying that your Guardians of Freedom organization was independent 
and not connected to any national organization known as Guardians of Freedom? 

A Any national organization? | don't understand what you mean by “national 
organization" or how you define it. We had people from across the U.S. that were in our 
chats and things like that. 

Q Okay. So was your organization then -- it pulled from people beyond 
Florida? 

A Yes, yes. Yeah. 

Q Okay. And it was, as far as you know, the only Guardians of Freedom 
organization that you were aware of? 

A No. No. There was offshoots of Guardians of Freedom. 

Q Okay. And what were these offshoots? 

A Yeah, I'm not familiar with them. |seenit come across. We had -- it's just 
like anything else. When you put a -- when you put a logo or anything else out publicly, 
people take it, do things with it, stuff like that. 

Q  Doyou know who these people were that were -- 

A | have no idea. It wasn't worth my time. 

Q Okay. So meaning basically that, as far as you remember, there was your 


Guardians of Freedom group, and there was nothing that you answered to, like no 
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organization above you that you answered to? 

A No. 

Q = Okay. 

No. We weren't connected to any other organization. No. 

Q- Allright. Let me pull back up exhibit 2 then -- I'm sorry -- exhibit 7. It's a 
new one. 

So is this the -- you mentioned a chat for Guardians of Freedom. Is this one of 
those chats? 

A | can barely see that. 

Q- Oh,sorry. Is that better? 

A I'm not -- that does not look familiar to me. Can youscroll down? | 
don't -- 

Q Sure. Do you see Guardians of Freedom, Three P, Guardians of Freedom? 
| imagine it's Three Percenter, Guardians of Freedom. This is from July 2020. You've 
got the Guardians of Freedom logo here that matches up with what was in -- 

A But if you notice in our logo, it doesn't say Guardians of Freedom, Three 
Percent. | mean, that Three Percent thing is a patch that has been put around by 
everybody. That's what | keep trying to explain to you. Like, it's not a -- I'm trying to 
read this whole thing. Sorry? 


Q Take yourtime. Let me know if you need me to scroll. 


A | don't -- that doesn't -- can you scroll down so | can read the rest of it? 
Because I'm -- 

Q Uh-huh. 

A | don't understand that. That does not -- that channel doesn't look familiar 
to me at all. 
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Q None of this looks familiar to you? 

A No. No. And, honestly, it's kind of suspicious, because it only has 32 
subscribers on it. 

Q Howmany subscribers did your chat have? 

A One time, close to 5,000. 

Q And those were all people across the Nation? 

A It was mostly out of Florida. | mean, it could have been -- yeah. | mean, 
there could have been people from all over, yeah. | mean, most of it was in Florida, you 
know. 

Q_ Sohere it says, Guardians of Freedom -- this is November 27, 2020 -- We are 
the Three Percenters. We area national organization of patriotic citizens who love their 
country -- 

A lreadit. |readit. Like | said, | don't recognize this. 

Q Okay. So let's go back to exhibit 2. 

And, again, this is the welcoming email to a Dustin Stockton that Tarra Hernandez 
sent. Anditsays: Here is the app to join Telegram. 

So do you remember having a Telegram chat regarding the freedom -- your 
organization? 

A Yeah. | mean, at one time we had a Telegram chat, yeah. 


Q_ And you're representing that it wasn't the Telegram chat that | just showed 


A That does not look familiar to me at all whatsoever. 
Q Okay. Soalso in this welcome email, Ms. Hernandez says: We share 
information to each other throughout the Nation as Guardians of Freedom and learn of 


meetings, rallies, events, training, et cetera, in the ClickUp system and on Telegram. 
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So were there events that your organization put on throughout the country? 
A No, not throughout the country. No. 

Q Okay. So-- 

A I'm sorry. Where do you see that at? | can't -- 

Q Yep. It's the third paragraph, last sentence, "We share information." 
A 


Can you scroll down? 


Q Oh, I'm sorry. 

A Sorry. My screen -- 

Q_ That's okay. It's where my cursor is. Can you see it? 

A No, sir. 

Q  Sowe have the paragraph that begins with: "You have been emailed the 


link." 
A Oh, okay, okay. | see your cursor now. 
Q Yeah. So, "We share information." 

Yeah. If you read that properly, it says: We share information to each 
other throughout the Nation as Guardians of Freedom and learn of meetings, rallies, 
events, and training, et cetera. "Learn of." 

Q Okay. 

A It doesn't say anything in there about us holding any rallies, events, training, 
et cetera. It says "learn of." 

Q Sure. So what meetings, rallies, events, and trainings were you sharing 
information about? 

A Political rallies. 

Q Political rallies for -- 


A Any kind of political rally. 
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Q You say -- 

A The whole reason -- the whole reason of the group, right, was to go to 
political rallies. That was the whole consensus of the group is political rallies, things like 
that. 

Q__sPolitical rallies for a particular candidate, for a particular party, or just in 
general? 

A No, just in general. And also assist with natural disasters, things like that. 
If there was a hurricane or something like that in Florida and they needed help clearing 
roads and stuff like that, | mean, that's what that was all about. 

Q Okay. And what did you do -- what did your organization do when it 
showed up at political rallies? 

A We did what everybody else did. We held flags. 

Q_ Right. But was there a particular -- were there particular candidates that 
you decided to go rally for or was it more general? 

A Any candidate that was constitutional in nature. 

Q What does "constitutional in nature" mean? 

Well, believe in the Constitution of the United States. 

Q Do you think there are candidates for political office that do not believe in 
the Constitution of the United States? 

A Of course there are. 

Q Who would they be? 

A Well, what's the Second Amendment of the Constitution say? 

Q Well, I'm not here to answer your questions, but I'm happy to tell you it's 
about a certain right to bear arms. 


A It's about a certain right to bear arms? 
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Q Uh-huh. 

A It gives us the right to bear arms in this country, and there are political 
candidates that do not believe in our Second Amendment right to bear arms, bottom line. 
So would | support a political candidate that does not believe in our Second Amendment? 


No, definitely not. So, no, | would not go to a rally for that individual. 


Q Okay. 

A No. 

Q So your -- 

A | think what your question is is you're -- | think what your real question 


is -- correct me if I'm wrong -- the question that you're attempting to ask is, did you go to 
Democratic rallies versus Republican rallies or Republican rallies versus Democratic 
rallies? Is that the question that you -- is that what you're asking? 

Q_ No, it wasn't, but feel free to answer that question if it's one side or the 
other, but -- 

A Like | said, we would support any candidate that supported the Constitution. 
That's what this country is founded on, right? 

Q_ Andin your view, part of that -- a strong part of it, it sounds like -- and 
correct me if I'm wrong -- would be some sort of support for the Second Amendment? 

A Any of the Constitution. 

Q Okay. 

A First Amendment, Second Amendment, Fourth Amendment, Third 
Amendment. It doesn't matter. It's the Constitution. The Constitution is the 
Constitution. 

Q Right. I'm just wondering how many political candidates out there, in your 


mind, do not believe that there is a Second Amendment -- 
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A There's quite a few. 


-- to the Constitution.

A There's quite a bit of them. | mean, you can get on CNN and see that. 

Q Is it your view that regulation of arms is not constitutional? 

A Say -- I'm sorry. Ask that one more time. 

Q I'm just wondering -- it's actually really not important. We'll just move on. 

In terms of like -- you mentioned you guys responded to natural disasters and 
stuff. Did you work with local law enforcement to coordinate that? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Were there groups that asked for your help or you were just doing 
good citizenship? 

A Just good citizen stuff. That's it, man. 

Q_ Allright. Andso also on this list is learning of trainings. What trainings 
were you sharing information about? 

A Anykind of training, whether it be to get your concealed weapons license, 
you know, CPR. It could be the national Stop the Bleed stuff. Anything that would 
help, you know, a citizen or a good citizen help out in their community. 

Q And were these any trainings -- did you ever put on trainings, or were these 
only trainings that other people were putting on? 

A Typically, it was trainings that other people would put on. _ In the past, 
we've done some concealed weapons trainings. 

Q Okay. And that was just in Florida or anywhere else in the country? 

A No. Just in Florida. 

Q About how many people from your group would show up to those? 


A Not very many. 
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Q Okay. What's the ClickUp system? 

A — The what? 

Q- TheClickUp system. So you have -- share information that we just talked 
about in the ClickUp system. 

A I'm not -- like | told you prior to, I'm not very familiar with the tech part of 
this stuff. | don't really -- | don't really know what the ClickUp system is. 

Q Okay. 

A Probably look it up or maybe if you have something that you can show me, | 
can explain it maybe. 

Q Well, I'm showing the -- this is the attachment to the email. Thisisa 
welcome letter. Says: Hello. Welcome to Three Percenter, Guardians of Freedom. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And where is that ClickUp? 

Do you see this paragraph that begins, "Once you are vetted"? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q__ Itsays, You will get an email from ClickUp to create a login and sign up. It's 
required and mandatory. It's required to sign in once a day. 

And it's -- | don't want to read every word of this. Feel free to if you'd like to. 
But | can summarize for you, basically, it's where people went for updates from counsel, 
leads, administration regarding trainings, documents, events, upcoming rallies within the 
organization. 

A Yeah. I'm reading it, yeah. 

| think with that ClickUp system, okay -- now, don't hold me to this, okay, because 
I'm not a hundred percent familiar with it, right. But! believe with the ClickUp system, 


it's just a way to, A, communicate, right, and then find other people in your specific area, 
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if that makes sense. | believe that's what that is.

So I've never used ClickUp, but it says here, Under the mission folder, select 


training and go to the right side of the screen. And then it looks like a video that 


everybody had to watch. 


So did you put together a training video for --

Q Were there other people in leadership roles in Guardians of Freedom? 

A There were people that had administrative roles. 

Q And who were they? 

A Are you talking about names? 

Q_ Yeah. 

A Like, | only know -- | don't know like first name, last name. | don't know 
that. 

Q How did you know these people? 

A By nicknames. 

Q Were those Telegram handles? 

A You can call them Telegram handles, yeah. 

Q_ Oraliases, | guess, is a better term. 

A No. | mean, they used Telegram handles. No one used their real names, 
so | have, you know, no idea. 

Q _ Sol'm just trying to get a sense, you were the founder of this group, correct? 

A __ That's correct. 

Q And what were your day-to-day responsibilities for the organization? 

A | just founded it. 

Q Well, how did people join the organization? 

A They found us through social media, looking stuff up, things like that. 

Q So this email seems to be a whole -- there's a whole process outlined. So 
back to this -- 


A Yeah, | know | was reading some of it. 
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Q So we'll go to this little part, second paragraph on this page. 

As you are newly added non-members, we have two mandatory meetings why 
you've chosen to join the Three Percenters. And then there's a third meeting fora 
swearing in for our patriot oath. 

So can you describe the process to join the Guardians of Freedom? 

A You'd find online something like that. You'd say, Hey, | want to bea 
member. You would submit, apparently, paperwork to be a member, and that was 
about it. 

Q Who looked at the paperwork? 

A That, | do not know. 

Q___ Did you tell anybody to look at the paperwork? 

A Did | tell anybody to look at the paperwork personally? No. 

Q Well, yeah. As the founder, who did you delegate the authority to to bring 
new members in? 

A _ As the founder of this group, okay, back then, okay, the only thing that | did 
was found the group. Does that make sense? | didn't send out emails. | didn't do 
any of that stuff. | didn't set up this ClickUp thing. I'm not familiar with the ClickUp 
process. Okay? | would go and! would speak at events and things like that, and that 
was it. 

Q Okay. Butasa founder, do you know who did all this administrative 
framework for your group? 

A I'm trying to recall all of the names. You know, when you have an 
organization, especially a startup organization like this, with a lot of constitutional 
patriots, right, it's a revolving door. 


Q Can you describe that a little bit? 
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A Yeah. | mean, people come and go. It's arevolving door. People come 
and go. Thereis, you know -- there's not a lot of -- what's the best word to use? 
There's not a lot of organization, right, at all. 

You know, this is something that kind of more or less started out asa hobby. It 
was fun. You know, it was fun to meet new people, things like that, people that shared 
your belief system in the Constitution. And, you know, it's fun to go talk to events. It's 
more or less, | would say, a social club than anything else, right? 

You know, as far as the Three Percent stuff, it's like | told you before on that, at 
that time, okay, that Three Percent stuff did not have a negative tone to it whatsoever at 
all, right. | mean, this is something that was being put on T-shirts, on hats, on all of this 
stuff. There was no negative undertone to it whatsoever at all, you know. Wasn'ta 
militia. 

You know, | noticed in the paperwork that you guys put forth, right, you guys said 
militia leader. It wasn'ta militia. There was no ill intent there whatsoever at all. 

Q So let me actually ask you that. So do you consider -- or did you consider at 
the time Guardians of Freedom to be a militia? 

A Absolutely not. Asa matter of fact, it was the total opposite. 

Q = And why would you say that? 

That's the question you should be asking. You know, it was -- 

Q Allright. Wewere probably talking over each other. | was asking, why do 
you say that? 

A Yeah. Like | said, that was probably the question that you should have 
asked from the beginning because, you know, there was plenty of times. So when you 
have any kind of an organization, it doesn't matter what organization it is, right. You 


have sometimes bad people that try to get into that organization, okay. 
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| can use the church as an example. Okay. So let's say you start a church, right. 
You know, there's a possibility that at some point within that church that you'll get those 
extreme people with those extreme ideologies that attempt to enter that church, right? 
I'm just using that as an example, you know. 

Guardians of Freedom was no exception to that at all whatsoever, and we were 
very, very clear. | was very, very clear, okay, that we were, A, not a militia, okay; and 
that, B, there would be no violence or anything violent taking place, period, at anything 
that we were at. | mean, that's not what we were there for. 

Q Okay. Sois it, in your view, that a militia in general might have been at 
rallies, events for violence then? 

A __ That militias could be? 

Q_ Yes. I'm just wondering why you wouldn't -- you seem to strongly not want 
to be identified with a militia. So I'm wondering, what about militias gave you 
discomfort? 

A What I'm telling you is, is 110 percent we were not a militia, okay. And any 
reasonable, prudent person, | guess would be the best way to explain it, could go to 
Google and google "militia." And what comes up? | mean, these guys at these ranches 
that are, you know, not letting FBI agents come in, and different things like that. 

So, | mean, you know, it's definitely not, at the time when | was with Guardians of 
Freedom, what we were about and what we were. 

Q Okay. And then! guess you mentioned some extreme members, like any 
organization came in, how did you find out about those people? 

A Oh, it wasn't hard. | mean, they would make comments that were 
inappropriate. 


Q Like a -- 
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A And as soon as you made an inappropriate comment, you're not our people, 
you're gone, go away, get out of here, we don't want to deal with you. 

Q = So what would be considered an inappropriate comment? 

A Anything that had anything to do with any kind of violence, anything that 
had anything to do with any kind of malicious intent with any weapons or anything like 
that. 

Q And how would -- who would take this person out or how would that 
happen? 

A No. | mean, you would -- everybody kind of policed everybody in a way, | 
guess, is the best way to explain it. | mean, if you said something inappropriate, it was, 
you're gone. | mean, that was it, was the general consensus. You're not, you know -- 

Q_ And soif we scroll back down in this welcome email to the last paragraph, it 
says, Counsel, leads, and our patriot members of the Three Percenter, Guardians of 
Freedom welcome you to our mission. 

What was the council? 

A A council was the general founders, which would obviously be me. |wasa 
founder. 

Q Okay. And were there other founders? 

A Yeah, there were other founders. 

Q Who would have been another founder? 

A | don't recall their names at this point. There was a female and | believe 
two or three other men. 

Q How did you meet these people? 

A Just through internet. 


Q Okay. And you guys agreed together to found Guardians of Freedom, or 
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you were the founder and they were sort of part of the administration? 
A No, it was all together. 
Q_ And you just met like on Facebook or other -- 
A Yeah. | don't even recall. It was a social media platform. 
Q Did you ever meet in person with them? 
A 


Oh, of course, yeah. 


Q Were they also Florida residents then? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And was one of them Tarra Hernandez? 

A No. 

Q Matthew Robinson? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Were either of them part of the Guardians of Freedom group? 

A Matthew was. 

Q Okay. And this email, Tarra Hernandez, her title -- sorry to keep scrolling 


on you -- was central mainland AO assistant lead/administrator. 

A Yeah, | don't understand. The admin people, they were admin. | mean, 
they weren't necessarily part of the group. | mean, they just sent out the emails, things 
like that. 

Q Well, who told them to send out these emails? 

A | would assume the State leads. 

Q Okay. So your organization had your founders, which is the council, the 
five or so of you, and then there were also State leads. So was there a State lead for all 
50 States? 


A No. There was one State lead. 
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Q Just one State lead. Okay. Who is the State lead? 

A He went by the name Monster. 

Q Monster. And how did he get the title of State lead? 

A They -- everyone in the group picked him. 

Q And what was the State lead's responsibilities? 

A He just essentially made sure that, you know, he got people to events and 


things like that. 

Q Did that include getting new members into the organization? 

A | don't believe the State lead -- | don't believe so, no. 

Q Okay. So then, again -- I'm just trying to figure out -- this seems like a very 
structured, you know, organization. 

A It wasn't very structured at all. 

Q_ And it's pretty -- with the email and joining a chat and then having three 
different meetings -- we can go through it again -- it is your testimony that you do not 
know who set up this apparatus for new members to join? 

A No, | have no -- no, | don't know who actually set up the ClickUp. 

Q Okay. And then, again, the last line in this email, thank you as we look 
forward to working alongside you and welcome to Three Percenters. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q __ It's not welcome to Guardians of Freedom. 

Yeah. 

Q But | understand that, in your view, there's a different connotation of Three 
Percenter post-January 6th, pre-January 6th. But at this time, were you talking to other 
Three Percenter organizations or other groups like Guardians of Freedom that wore the 


patch and considered themselves to be at least part of the ideology at the time? 
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A During this time period -- 

Q Yes. 

A It's like | told you before, during this time period, okay, everybody was 
calling themselves Three Percenters, everybody. There was no -- there was no, to my 
knowledge, specific group. 

And I'll refer you to the Department of Justice and the FBI. | mean, they'll tell 
you the same thing, and they're the investigative authority for this whole country. 

Q Were you aware of other groups like yourself, though, that included in their 
title Three Percenters? 

A Oh, of course, probably hundreds. 

Q  Anddo you know if it was because, like you, one, it was trendy and, two, 
there was some sort of belief about 1776 and the Three Percenter? 

A Say that one more time about 1776. 

Q  Yeah,abad question. Sorry. 

So your answer to why you used Three Percenter was that it was sort of trendy 
and because it had the connotation of 1776 with the idea that only 3 percent of the 
people beat back the British. 

Do you know if other organizations were also using Three Percenter in the same 
way? 

A As far as the name of the group? 

Q Yeah. 

A Like | told you, | mean, at the time everybody was. It was all over T-shirts 
and hats. | mean, you know -- 

Q_ Right. | guess, then, the sort of last question about Three Percenters, and 


you mentioned 1776. So why was the idea of 1776 so important to you and your group? 
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A Because it's the history of our country. There wouldn't be a -- there 
wouldn't have been an America. There wouldn't have been all of this stuff that we have 


if we wouldn't have got -- if we wouldn't have beat the British in 1776. | mean, that's it. 
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Now, the French did help, right? 

Q_ They did help. 

A You know, other than that, | mean, you know, that's what it is about. | 
mean, these are the -- these are the original American heroes, right? 

Q Sol guess we'll move on to exhibit 4. 

A All right. 

Q And we'll talk about this text message a little more later, but | just want to 
focus on these 10 names here. So you're listed as first. You said Matthew Robinson 
was also a part of Guardians of Freedom. Is that correct? 

A No, he was not. 

Q_ Earlier you said that Matthew was part of your group. So is Matthew -- 

A So let me explain this with Matthew, okay. Matthew was never, like, 
officially a member of Guardians of Freedom. Does that make sense? 

Q Well, why don't you tell me then how he was affiliated with Guardians of 
Freedom. 

A So, yes, let me go back. So that's an even longer story. 

So Matthew -- okay. | met Matthew at some speaking engagements and things 
like that, and Matthew's really good ona bullhorn. You know, Matthew had his own 
stuff going on at the time, right. And he would do a lot of stuff with us here and there, 
but he was never officially a part of the group at all -- 

Q Okay. 


A -- ifthat makes sense. | don't -- like, he was never an official member of 
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the group. 


Q Would you know who was official members, then, if you weren't part of 


the -- like the administration for --

Matthew is a good friend of mine.

A Oh, yeah, yeah. At one time he was part of other groups. 

Q Like Proud Boys? 

A That, | don't know. That's something that you would have to ask Matthew. 
Q Okay. Do you know what groups he was a part of? 

A | don't know. | think he was at one point a part of -- it's in Lake County, 


Republican Party of Lake County. 


Q Oh, okay. Soa political organization? 

A Yeah. 

Q And so wealso see Tarra Nicole Hernandez again on this list. 

A Yeah, 

Q_ And, again, you don't remember whether she was a member of Guardians of 
Freedom? 

A | don't -- so | don't believe she was ever an official member at the time. 

Q Okay. 


I'm trying to think back. 


So let's look at this -- can we do something? Can we look at this first message 


here? Isthat atext message? Is that what it is?

7 Q Allright. In terms of the -- so Brian then, he was a member of Guardians of 
8 Freedom.

13 A He was a buddy of mine. 
14 Q Okay. So were these -- the people that you knew on the list, were they all

19 Q__ So, like, you know, everyone on that list, except for the two you did not 
20 know, were friends of yours, and it just happened that a few of them were members of 
21 Guardians of Freedom. Is that correct?

23 Q  Anddoyou have any idea where those two other names, | think it was 


24 Walter and Daniel | think you said -- 


25 A No, | have no idea who Walter Bentley Eldon is or Daniel Wyatt Summers. _ | 
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don't remember those individuals at all. No. 

Q_ Thank you. 

We'll come back to that in a little bit once we get to January 6th. 

A Yeah. 

Q So just to tie up a little more about the Three Percenter, Guardians of 
Freedom, this is another email from Ms. Hernandez in January of 2021, you know, just 
promoting an event and getting people together. 

Do you know the Threeper Crew? Do you know what that is? 

A | don't recall. Which event was this for? What was the date? 

Q It's a January 2Ist event at Crazy Gators. 

A Yeah,!don't recall. | don't even remember if | was at that event. 

Q Sure. And we'll see Tarra's title seems to have changed to national 
administration at the bottom. 

A Yeah. She was an administrator, yeah. 

Q Okay. And so you know she's an administrator. Do you know why she 
changed her title to national administration? 

A No, | don't recall. 

Q = Anddo you think another founder would have given her that official title or 
the State lead? 

A You know, I'm not sure. | don't recall. 

Q Okay. Let's pull back up this website again quickly. Fortunately, this thing 
is covering -- | can't move it. 

So you don't recognize this website? 

A No. 


Q Okay. Do you think that someone in your organization might have created 
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it without you knowing? And I'm sorry, this is a very bad download of it. 

A | mean, you know, there's a possibility. | don't recall the website. You've 
got to remember, | was just a founder, so | don't, you know -- | didn't have my hands in 
every little single aspect of what was going on, if that makes sense. 

Q I've never founded an organization, so just take this as complete ignorance, 
but as the founder, didn't you want to know, like, who did have their hands in these 
decisions? 

A No, man. Honestly, this was like a fun thing for usto do. You know, like | 
said, we were helping out in the community, you know. We were going to rallies and, 
you know, | was speaking here and there. | mean -- you know. 

Q Okay. And we don't need to go through this whole website. 

You also mentioned -- and I'll pull this up -- you were aware of a group that called 
themselves Three Percent-Originals? 

A Yeah, the T -- yeah. TT -- yeah. 

Q Did you ever see -- this is the -- 

Is that The Three Percenters-Originals? Is that what that is? 

Q Correct. So this is something they posted on December 16th, 2020, and it's 
a statement, their stance on election fraud. 

So you see in the first paragraph: We have discussed this as a national council 
and have agreed that we certainly need to be engaged in this fight for election integrity. 

And then in the second paragraph: We, The Three Percenters-Original, stand 
fully behind President Trump, our patriotic generals and military leaders, our 
constitutional conservative Senators. 

And then the next sentence: We stand ready and are standing by to answer the 


call from our President should the need arise that we the people are needed to take back 
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our country from the pure evil that is conspiring to steal our country away from the 
American people. 

Have you ever see this before? 

A No. No, absolutely not. No. 

Q Around December 2020, would this message have resonated with you? 

A No. No. 

Q Okay. Why not? 

A Not in this context, no. No. 


Can you explain why not?

Did -- okay. So stand behind President Trump? Definitely. | mean, he 
was our President at the time. | could understand standing behind -- | assume they're 
talking about standing behind the military leaders too. And standing behind the 
conservative Senators, | can get that. Hold on. 

What | don't unders- -- what | would not stand by, depending on how they mean 
this, is where it says "a call from our President should need arise that we the people are 
needed to take back our country from the pure evil that is conspiring to steal our country 
away from the American people." 

Q Okay. Sowhy not that part? 

A So give me a second here. 

"We are ready to enter into battle with General Flynn leading the charge," that's 
absolute -- that's ridiculous, absolutely utterly ridiculous. 

Q = And why is that ridiculous? 

A To me it looks like in here in a way -- and, there again, this is just pure my 
opinion, okay? Like, | didn't obviously write this, but from the way this reads,

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seen this before? And it sounds like you have not seen this before. 

A No, I've never seen that before. Asa matter of fact, you know, there's no 
doubt whatsoever that | was in Washington, D.C., on the 5th and the 6th. It's public 
knowledge. Okay? 

Q Yes. 

A And | have nothing to hide about that. _| didn't even see anyone that -- | did 
not run into anyone, | did not see anyone that said that they were affiliated with these 
individuals at all whatsoever. 

Q Interesting. Noone -- did you run into other Three Percenters then or 
people that were wearing Three Percenter patches? 

A Well, that's the thing. Like, everyone -- that's the thing. Everyone would 
wear this stuff. | mean, it was a thing, like, | mean, the T-shirts, the hats, stuff like that, 
you know.

Q  Soyou saw a post -- you saw a post that were saying, take back our country 
with some sort of violence about January 6th? 

A Of course, there was people out there that posted that on Facebook. | 
mean, I'm sure the FBI knocked on their doors and stuff like that, you know. It came 
across news feeds and stuff. You guys know that. It was on the news, you know. 
We've allseenit. Everyone in the country's seen it. 

Q But it wasn't in your Guardians of Freedom Telegram chat that specific --

something about it or something like that. 

Now, could there might have been things that was posted in there that could be 
misconstrued, possibly. | mean, I'm guilty of saying on multiple occasions, we need to 
take back our country, right?

When | say the term, "we need to take back our country," | mean, politically, | 
mean, spiritually. 

Does that make sense? 

Q | understand what you're saying. Sol want to back up a little before 
January 6th quickly and we'll finish up with those questions. Were you at the 
November 14th rally in Washington, D.C.?

A I've met him at rallies and things like that. He's done speaking 
engagements. He seems like a nice guy. 

Q Did he ever invite you to do speaking engagements? 

A Yeah, uh-huh. 

Q Did you meet up with him on December 12th? 

A I'm trying to remember if -- I'm sure there's a possibility | did. Is that 
picture from December 12th? 

Q_ This picture is from December 12th. 

A Oh, yeah. Then! met with him on December 12th. 

Q Okay. Doyou see yourself in this picture? 


A No. | was not with him in that picture. 


Q  Doyou know who these people are, though? 

A | know -- | know three of them.

A No. Everybody tosses -- everyone's been tossing around that security 
thing, right? And honestly, when we were there marshaling, we didn't do any security 
stuff at all.

Q = So you just imagined that a lot of people who assign themselves with the 
idea of Three Percenter would be in Washington, D.C. on January 6th?

And if you notice in there, like, it's all about defending yourself. It has nothing to 
do with anything offensively at all whatsoever, you know? 

And it wasn't directed towards the government in any way whatsoever. It was 
directed towards, Okay, this antifa and this Black Lives Matter threat, you know, where 
these people are attacking people and stuff like that. That's what it was directed 
towards. 

Q__ So fair to say there was a lot of talk and anxiety about the possibility of 
violence on January 6th and people asked you to help out? 

A No. No. The talk -- the talk on January 6th, okay, was -- had nothing to do 
with any kind of violence with the government whatsoever.

People were scared. Antifa and BLM were attacking people, okay, at rallies and things.

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like that, and so their question was, what can we legally take to Washington, D.C. if we 
get -- if we get attacked by antifa or BLM?

Because he wanted to make sure that there was no one in our group that 


were saying anything bad about anything, because like | told you guys prior to or earlier, 


that there's a lot of people -- when you have -- when you have organizations that try to 


get into the organization -- they're bad people. 


Like, from my knowledge, you know, the few times that | -- that | spoke with him, | 


mean, they don't want to be affiliated with any kind of extremists or anything like that. | 


mean, that's --

| just want to understand what group this was that you're talking about, 
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because | know previously you mentioned that the Guardians of Freedom chat that you 
had in mind had like 5,000 subscribers. So I'm assuming that's not the message 
that -- that's not the chat you're talking about right now? 

A What do you mean? 

Q Was it the Telegram chat with 5,000 members that you invited Mr. Bowman 
to? 

A Yeah. 

Q_ And he was vetting 5,000 people on the chat? 

No, but, | mean, he had access to see what people were saying in there. 

Q Okay. Andso, | guess I'm just confused. What was the point of inviting 
Mr. Bowman to vet such a large group? 

A Okay. So let me go back, okay? | did not vet -- | did not put Mr. Bowman 
in there to vet every single person, okay? | put him in there so he could see in the 
chats -- this is something | did. This is not, like, it was, like, Oh, well, you know, you need 
to do this and you need to do this and you need to do that. 

| put Mr. Bowman in those chats so he could see, okay, what our group was about. 
He could see this group is a nonviolent group. This group is a group that, you know, 
wants to do stuff in the community and things like that. That's all there was to it. 

Q_ Andso, he wanted to understand what Guardians of Freedom was before he 
had you all come and volunteer -- 

A __ That's not what | said. 

Q Then what was -- 

A _ That's not what | said. 

Q__I'mjust asking the question. So what was -- what was the reason that he 


needed to understand that Guardians of Freedom wasn't a violent group? 
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A But | just -- see, here's what you're doing, okay? You're trying to put words 
in my mouth, in my opinion. 

Q_siI'mreally just asking a question here. |'m just confused about what -- 

A No. It's the way you're wording the question. It's the way you're wording 
the question, okay? 

Q Sure. I'm happy to clarify -- 

A | never said -- and | was very, very clear, okay? Mr. Bowman did not 
request to be in the chats. | put him in there. 

Does that make sense? 

Q Understood. Gotit. Thanks for the clarification. 

A So the question that you're asking me contradicts what | said. 

Does that make sense? 

Q Understood, and appreciate the clarification. 

So what was your reason for showing Mr. Bowman the content of the chats in 
helping him understand what Guardians of Freedom was? 

A Because at the time, okay, | was proud of the group. | was proud of what 
the group was doing in the community. | was proud that, you know, we went to a lady's 
house and helped her trim the trees out of her yard because she was 80 years old, and, 
you know, the city was saying that she had to cut a tree down or something like that. 

Does that make sense? And wouldn't you be proud of being a part of something 
like that? 

Q Yeah. That makes absolutely sense tome. Sol was just curious, or I'm 
still trying to understand, you know, why were you showing that to Mr. Bowman as 
opposed to anybody else? 


A Because the only person | was talking to at the time was Mr. Bowman. 
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Q Okay. And what time period are you talking about here? Are you talking 
about right around January 5th or 6th or was that earlier? 

A No. It was way before -- it was before that. It was before that. 

Q  Doyou have any idea about what time frame that was? 

A No. |mean, probably a year, 2 years, | don't know. | mean, you know -- | 
mean, we're -- we're -- we're way behind the curve ball on this. | wish you guys 
would've talked to me on the 7th or the 8th, right? 

| mean, so it's kind of hard because you're talking to me almost 2 years later, and 
I'm trying -- you know | want to answer your questions and | want to be honest when | 
answer the questions, but you got to remember, there's a lot of confusion. It was a long 
time ago.

You know, when you ask a 
specific date like that, | don't remember, man. | just put himinthe chats. | mean, just 
like you would with your friend if you had a group or an organization, right, you know?

So Mr. Bowman had been on the Guardians of Freedom's chat for about around a 
year, | guess, is what you said, a year or two?

I'm not saying exactly what happened in the 
conversation; I'm just generalizing it, okay? This was a long time ago, but he said, We 
need volunteers, can you get volunteers together? He never said anything to the effect 
of get with Guardians of Freedom -- it was nothing like that. He just says, see if you can 
find some volunteers. | told him, | said, | can probably find some volunteers. 

And, of course, | have this group of constitutional conservatives, right, that want 
to do stuff in their community that don't mind volunteering, okay? You got to 
remember, these are the -- with this group, you know, we were going and cleaning up 
cemeteries; like, literally, going and cleaning up cemeteries, okay? 

So, why not, you know? 

Q And |think you said you weren't really aware of who else he was reaching 
out to to --

Q  Dovyou recall -- so | know -- tell me if I'm wrong about this, but it sounds like 
you and Mr. Bowman were, at least, some number of the same kind of political events 
and rallies and that's how you first got to know him, right?

Q  Andthen | think you mentioned that Mr. Tarrio also showed up to a lot of 
these rallies because they were in Florida and so, just kind of as being people involved in 
these events and being in Florida, you came to meet him?

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Q Just a quick followup on that, Mr. Liggett. You said you were disappointed 
a little in your role on January 6th. Could you explain why you were disappointed? 

A Yeah. It was boring. First of all, they put me ina pink vest. Okay? And 
no offense, | know you're wearing a pink tie, all right, but I'm not the pink kind of guy. 

So | was ina bright orange and a bright pink vest. It was fricking cold as hell, okay, and 
they didn't feed us lunch. And it was boring, completely boring. 

Q_ The speeches or the activity that you were doing? 

A Oh, | don't know. | didn't get to see the speeches. | was too busy walking 
people here and there and passing out signs and stuff. Sol was disappointed. 

Q Was there something else that you were hoping to be doing as a marshal? 

A | mean, it would've been nice to shake Trump's hand. Would've been nice 
to have lunch. | mean, do you see what I'm saying? Like, you know, it was really 
boring. 

Q Understood. So| guess aside from your marshal activities, do you want to 
walk me through your January 6th day? 

A Yeah, sure. No problem. 

So | did the marshaling stuff, which was really boring. After that, there was so 
many people crowded up there, that | walked with Pastor Greg Locke back to his hotel. | 
dropped him off at his hotel, and then | was headed back to my hotel. And then! was 
told that antifa -- and this was word of mouth in the crowds. You've got to remember it 
was all crowded down there. | was told that antifa was causing trouble at the Capitol. 
And by this time | was very tired, because we got to the Ellipse, the event at like 4 or 
5 o'clock in the morning, and we didn't eat allday. They didn't provide us with any 


lunch or anything like that. 
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You guys should put that in your report, that it was cruel and unusual punishment 
by these rally people by not feeding us all day. 

So anyway -- and you know they had the budget, because they ask for your money 
all the time, right. But, anyway, the point is, is | walked Pastor back. And, you know, 
once | got done walking Pastor back, they told me that antifa was attempting to start 
issues at the Capitol, right. So it was me and maybe five other people, maybe six 
people, | kind of don't recall, we walked over to the -- we walked over to the Capitol. 

And it was interesting when | got there, because on the way there, | didn't know 
where | was going, right. And so -- you know, because I'm not really familiar with D.C. 
And so | was kind of lost, honestly. And | stopped by and asked some cops. | was like, 
Hey, which way's the Capitol? And they're like, Oh, it's that way. You guys have a safe 
evening. | said okay, and went on and got there. 

And, you know, | had -- | remember | had a flag on me, and | waved the flag. | 
was there. | didn't see any what | would call people dressed like antifa, so that was kind 
of confusing because it was like, well, you know, what's going on? And then there was 
large groups of people on the steps. I'm just going to call it the front maybe. | don't 
know. Where were they building the metal structure? 

Q_ The inaugural stage was the west side. 

A Yeah. So that was really packed, dangerously packed. As matter of fact, | 
remember looking up on that -- | looked up, you know, from kind of afar. | looked up, 
and | seen them on that metal thing, and | thought to myself, that's not very safe, because 
people were sitting on it, and it wasn't a very strong structure, right. And | thought to 
myself, that could collapse, and that would hurt a lot of people. That doesn't make 
sense, and -- there was nothing you could do about it. | mean, you know, there was so 


many people there, you -- | mean, it wasn't like you could walk up and be, like, hey, get 
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off that, you know. 

So, anyway, there was so many people there. | walked around -- | walked all the 
way around the building, on the outside of the building. And there was a CNN reporter 
there. | talked to the CNN -- or the CNN reporter tried to interview me. And | believe 
CNN puts out fake news footage, so | told CNN essentially that you're fake news. | don't 
even know why you're here. You shouldn't be here anyway. 

And then we stood there for maybe 10, 15 more minutes, and then we went back 
and had pizza. 

Q Allright. So just acouple of followup. Do you know about what time you 
started walking to the Capitol? 

A | don't recall. | think it was like way after the fact. When | say after the 
fact, like, | didn't see all the stuff that you see on the news. Like, | didn't see people, 
like, hitting cops and stuff like that. Well, you know what? Let me go back -- well, no, | 
didn't. Ididn't. | did see the cops when | was on the other side, not the really packed 
side, but the other side -- | don't know what side it was. 

Q Probably the east side. 

A But | did hear the cops get on their loud speaker. There were people that 
were congregating up by the doors up there, and | heard them get on the loud speakers 
and tell people to leave. And then! seen the cops come -- now, remember, | was kind of 
far away, so don't ask me no crazy questions like who was there because | have no clue. 
| don't. You know, | was far away on the lawn, you know. 

Q But it was still light out when you got to the Capitol? 

A Yeah. Yeah, | would say it was right before it started getting dark or 
something.

Like, what does it mean to you in terms of American politics or American 


history or just -- it's a very broad question, | know.

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A And this is just coming from my perspective. Okay? 

Q Sure. 

A And so here's how | believe, just from my perspective and what I've seen. 
Okay? From my perspective, there was no collusion. There was no conspiracy, okay, 
to attack the Capitol, from my perspective. Okay? | don't have the same information 
you guys have. 

A lot of this stuff that you showed me today, | -- you know, it's kind of crazy, but 
we'll set that to the side, okay. | don't -- you know, | don't believe that there was any, 
you know, like planned thing, just from my perspective. And | believe that people that 
were there did some things they shouldn't have done. 

So | believe that we should have the First Amendment right. | believe that we 
should be able to protest at the Capitol. Okay? | don't believe that you should hit law 
enforcement officers. Okay? | don't believe that you should, you know, go into the 
building unless you're invited. From some of the stuff that I've seen that's fact, people 
were invited in. Okay? So let's put that on the Capitol Police. Right? 

| think that the Capitol Police could have done a better job securing the building 
beforehand. | believe that the individuals that struck law enforcement officers or went 
in the Capitol inside should be charged, you know, for what they did. Okay? 

But with saying that, okay, | believe that this administration, the Joe Biden 
administration, has weaponized the Department of Justice, okay, to include the CIA. 
Right? And | believe that you guys are -- you guys, them, are swinging a big bat at little 
bitty flies. 

And it disheartens me, okay, that | ama citizen of a country right now, okay, that 
is locking people up on misdemeanor charges and keeping them in jail with no bonds, 


okay, for now months and possibly years. Okay? 
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If you guys are going to charge these people with a crime, they shouldn't be 
treated any differently than anyone else that we would charge. If you were to charge, 
i.e., example, your neighbor for criminally trespassing on your property, okay, your 
neighbor would be allowed a bond and your neighbor could bond out of jail and then, you 
know, have their day in court. That is not what this administration's doing. 

If there were people that were -- that had gotten together beforehand, okay, and, 
you know, had a specific plan to attack the Capitol, then those people should be dealt 
with accordingly. Okay? 

But this is not a black-and-white situation. Allright? And think that the 
administration handled it completely wrong. | really do. 

I'll give you a good example. Okay? My organization at the time -- | say my 
organization because, obviously, | helped found it, right? Okay. We didn't do anything 
violent whatsoever in Washington, D.C., at all. Okay? If you look at the stuff that 
they've put out about me and things like that, the majority of it's not true; i.e., example, 
militia, we weren't a militia. Okay? Weweren't. It wasn't like that, youknow. We 
didn't, you know, get with these other organizations to do this. 

And, you know -- now, look, if the Department of Justice wants to come to my 
house and knock on the door and say, Jeremy, you're a bad boy because, you know, you 
went to D.C. and you said that if antifa attacked people, that you would defend people 
against antifa, thenso be it. Right? That's the truth. 

Q Well, | appreciate the answer, Mr. Liggett. 

So | guess just to follow up, I'll represent to you that a lot of people who did the 
bad things that you were talking about, hitting law enforcement, going into the Capitol, 
chanted 1776 and made other references to the Revolutionary War, called it a revolution. 


You, yourself -- | saw your tattoo. It says 1776 and We the People. 
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A Itdoes. It does. 

Q And so would you associate what those people did with what your views of 
1776 was about? 

A No. It's completely different, completely different. Okay? You know, I'll 
give you an example what I'm talking about. Right now Russia's an issue, right? 

Russia's a big issue. Okay? And this is what you should take away with a lot of the 
Three Percent organizations. | don't know anything about the other organizations. 
Okay? But like our organization, yeah, we use that term, that T-shirt term, that hat term 
"Three Percent" at onetime. Right? Like | said, | tried to change it, but it's besides the 
point. 

But it's like this. You know, we're having issues with Russia right now. Okay? 

If Russia parachuted into this country for some reason, okay -- think about this. If Russia 
attacked America, parachuted America for some reason, wouldn't you want patriots to 
step up and fight Russia out of this country? 

Q Well, don't we have the military for that? 

A Yeah, avery small military. But let me ask you a question. Okay? When 
the Russian soldiers come to your door and that military unit's nowhere around, are you 
just going to give your family up? You see what I'm saying? 

Like -- so bottom line, at the end of the day, this is -- you know, this is not 
about -- this is not about we hate America. That's not what this about. My tattoo 
1776 has nothing to do with hate at all. My We the People has nothing to do with hate 
atall. Right? And it has nothing to do with militia at all.
